haiing been favorably reported by the 
Sonata Committee on Finance—one of. the 
most important committees in that body.

If There was Only Plenty ;6f Water. 


The Lyon County Times renruks: 
In the pioceedinf>3 of llie last meeting of 


the State Board ol Trade we rioticad Eome- 
thing about starting a colony in Mason 
valley. It was suggested, we believe, that 
a competent person be sent to explore the 
country and report upon the advisability of- 
the scheme. There is no better place .m 
the State to undertake such an enterprise— 
if—there was only plenty of water. 
The 


north end of Mason valley contains thou- 
sands of acrts oi line level land that by ir- 
rigation can be made to produce anything 
in the line of agri.-allure. This land is un- 
inhabited and not in n condition to take up 
from the fact that it is DOW impossible to 
cultivate it for the lack of water in the 
times that it is necessary to irrigute. At 
present it would be impossible to raise a 
first crop of-alfulfa on this land except in 
exceptionally wet seasons, with the supply 
of water now at the disposal of the (arm- 
ers. However, il water could be obtained, 
many nice farm homes could be made in 
the-vicinity of W»bugka. We do not sup- 
pose that a 28 or 40-aore tract of laud could 
at once be made to produce all that would 
be required to sopport a family, but a 
rja .rter section, watered and well managed, 
\,\ ulJ maUe a home that any family might 
be oontented witb. 
Water to carry out a 


project of this kind could bo obtained by 
building a reservoir at the head waters of 
the Walker river. There ia, in fact, a nat- 
ural reservoir site in Smith valley, that by 
a moderate expenditure of money in a ditch 
and a-cut through a. range of mountains to 
Mason valley would do the work. If the 
appropriation made last Winter is not to 
be .used OB the Carson river, there is no one 
place that tha money could be spent to snch 
advantage as in a scheme to supply Mason 
valley with water and .start a colony. 
Without the water there is very little use of 
attempting anything of the kind.

A Philosopher Relate* an Instance of The!* 


- Wonderful Self Control. 


"It fa not along the broader lines of so- 


cial life alone that'we csan trace race char- 
acteristics and distinctions,? said a aeefly 
looking individual irirlront of a Chestnut 
street hotel, buttoning up a well worn fall 
overcoat closely to his throat so as to con- 
ceal the still more worn summer coat be* 
neath, and drawing on, with careless fas- 
tidiousness, a.pair of kid gloves that were 
badly in need of repair. His general 
appearance was that of a broken down 
sporting man or a ward politician who 
had'been subsisting for many months on 
the-expectations of an appointment when 
the civil service law is repealed; his air 
was that of a millionaire just sauntering 
out after having enjoyed a sumptuous 
dinner, but, according to his own state- 
ment, lie was neither. 


"I am a student of social science," he 


said, "and nothing delights me more than 
to study national peculiarities and char- 
acteristics as they are revealed in the 
trivial occurrences of every day life. 


"To illustrate, I went into a Ninth 


street Chinese laundry the other evening. 
The heathen had neglected to ,send my 
linen home. 
That, however,1 did not 


strike me as a race peculiarity; it is rather 
a class characteristic common to all laun- 
dry men,no matter what their nationality.' 
But something occurred while I waited 
that did strike me.. 


"It was just about dusk. The streets 


were crowded with people going home 
from work, and in the room half a dozen 
ChinamenVere busy ironing at different 
tai)le8."A;coal oil lamp that hung in the 
bulk window had just been lighted. A 
good deal of oil had been spilled on the 
outside of the bowl in filling it, and sud- 
denly this caught fire and blazed up, not 
only endangering the red curtains draped 
about the window, but threatening to 
cause an- explosion of the lamp. 


"A Chinaman on the far side of the 


room saw, tho flames and uttered a single 
exclamation to call the attention of Ihe 
others. • That was the only sound made 
by any of the Celestials, and none of them 
left their work except one nimble little 
follow, who jumped lightly and quickly 
into the window, 


"But the flamea had been seen from 


the street, and instantly the room was 
filled with passers by, who rushed madly 
in, each one shouting directions at the 
top of his voice. 
" - 
" 'Throw tho lamp into the streetl' 


'Dash water.upon it!1 'Eun for a police- 
man!' 'Strike tho fire alarm!" they cried, 
and one excited individual yelled: 'Take 
a club and. smash it to pieces!' 


"Meanwhile the little Chinaman in the 


window had quickly seized a large, damp 
cloth from his table, and while his fellow 
countrymen looked calmly on amid all 
the confusion and hubbub he- wrapped 
it around the burning lamp and held it 
there till the flames were completely 
smothered.. Then he quietly returned to 
his work without stopping for a moment 
to discuss the occurrence, but it was 
several minutes before the .excitement 
died out among the Caucasians who had 
crowded in and they were ready to de- 
part. 


"Now this difference of behavior in 


tho face of danger and amid exciting 
circumstancos does certainly indicate a 
fundamental and characteristic differ- 
ence.between the.oriental and the occi- 
dental^ races.

Beclnnloc of ft Great Industry. 


An old woman, feeding her hens'with 


prudent care, is said to have made tbe 
beginnings of the great menhaden in- 
dustry in Maine.

This was tho begin- 
ning of an industry that yields some 
years fifty thousand barrels of oil, and 
is second only to tbe whale fishery.—

BENO REDUCTION WORKS. 


Almost a Public Enterprise Liable to be 


Abandoned OH Account of Legal Com- 
plication With the State. 
' ,d ^ 


The Enterprise, at Sunday, says: * 
, ~ 


That the destruction of the Eeno Rednc 


lion Works wag a serious less ^npt only to 
Beno but to the State will be readily tinder- 
stood when n is known that one mine 
owner of Hnmboldt county had recently 
contracted for the treatment of 5,000 tons 
of ore already extracted. This mine, bni 
one of many yielding oTe requiring compli- 
cated process of working, will have to 
depend opon other States for a bullion 
yield until the works are rebuilt The 
managsment was prepared, wnen the fire 
destroyed the property, to successfully 
handle the most refractor; or the freest- 
milling ore, and numerous districts will 
languish until operations are resumed, 
provided an early resumption is promised, 
as the miners can better afford to wait a 
reasonable time than to pay the heavy ex- 
pense of distant transportation. 


The resumption is, however, probable, 


as it seems to depend upon the decision of 
the contest which the State has forced 
upon the company by cutting into the dam 
and lowering the water. With the title to 
this water relieved from attack and their 
use of the same relieved from harassing 
infringement, there is scarcely a doabt as to 
he early rebuilding of the works, and that 
he case will be decided for the company 
can scarcely be doubted. 
The enterprise 


is so closely connected with general Nevada 
interests that renewed work is really a 
matter of public concern. Though the loss 
was considerable, there is mnoh valuable 
property that will not have to be replaced, 
and the energy of the members of the 
company will not permit operations to flag 
when the assurance of immunity from 
farther interference with the watar justifies 
renewed expenditure.

S.r Yonr issue of Sunday morning con- 
tained a report oi tho glove contest held 
under oar auspices list Saturday evening 
that is both~nn}cit to us and liable to mis- 
leal the public, and we aik for a correction. 


During the protractedly dull and stormy 


days of the past Winter, having in view 
both mutual enjoyment and the elevation 
ol athletics and general sport, « number of 
residents of Beno formed themselves into 
» nucleus and organized the Nevada Social, 
Sporting and Athletic Club, patterned after 
the California Athletic Club of San Fran- 
cisco, and the Pelican Club of London, A 
purely athletic organization already existed 
here, but knowing the general appetite for 
sport inherent in the great body of the pub- 
lic, it was desired to incorporate in the 
new clab, those sporting features which 
lave piovsd to attractive in the above clab 
organizations. The idea took with avidity, 
and though not fostered by the local ptess 
as the press throughout the country al- 
most invariably do, it nevertheless took 
firm root; solicitations for membership 
poured in from all parts of the. State, and 
by zealous endeavors a series of pugilistic 
encounters was arranged fox AS an attrac- 
tion, and everything get ID motion to make 
Beno a center for the great basin of athletic 
sport 


The glove contest last Saturday evening 


was one of the series and was held under 
the auspices of the new clab, subject to as 
strict and orderly management and rales as 
govern the encounters periodically taking 
place in the California Athletic Club, of 
San Francisco, whose falraesa and methods 
have become renowned, and whiob have 
been taken as the model of action by the 
new local organization. 
The encounter 


took place at John Pothofi's, by far the 
most capacious, suitable and centrally 
located premises obtainable for the pur- 
pose. The contests were with 8% ounce 
gloves, with which serious injury was 
utterly impossible, and were strictly within 
the purview of the law, which recognizes 
the merit and value of such exhibitions as 
enhancing and encouraging physical cul- 
ture. EVerything proceeded most orderly 
until the third round of the sparring contest 
between Messrs. Kellar and Kioonid, when 
the Beferee, who was new and unused to 
bhe position, lost bis head and cauaed 
several others of the spectators in the 
excitement to lose theirs. As a timely 
preveotative, W. Shephard acted the part 
ot peacemaker and queller of any budding 
disturbance. 
Knives a mile long were not 


unsheathed, nor tomahawks and pistols 
drawn, and no farther trouble was at all 
likely to ensue, an ample police force being 
present, as is customary at oil public exhi- 
bitions of that and other character of 
sport* 


The public is sufficiently aware ot the 


ethics of athletics to know that a mishap 
in any glove contest is liable to occur, 
notwithstanding the most careful precau- 
tions, andfshould not by any nmns damn 
it, 01' athletic sport thereby. The best of 
entertainments, whether a fair's exhibition, 
theatrical performance or athletic contest 
are subject to saoh unfortunate contretemps 
and thoald not be used to villify the cause 
of the entertainment itself. In the present 
instance the Beferee was chosen according 
to the tales governing such contests and 
should have been the conservator of the 
peace of the assembly, instead of its first 
violator. When men have interests at 
stake, monetary or otherwise on any con- 
test, 'whetke* a -horse,race, pedestrian 
match.or.glov'e encounter, it will,naturally 
upset their equanimity when such an oc- 
currence takes place, and disturbances are 
liable to easut> in all human assemblages as 
long as mankind remains'asit isv < 


The allusion to 601 and the tar bucket 


was totally uncalled for and a stigma on the 
club promoters of the contest as well as the 
spectators, of whom yon were oce, [This 
is not true.—Ed.] Beno has no cause to 
cherish the memory of tar-bnoket vigilantes 
in her present day of law and order, and 
the aisociation of 601 with a sparring match 
is totally out of place.
